Farm Perils — 


Michigan. young people have 
joined forces to eliminate farm 
tea hazards. 

David G. Steinicke, extension 

farm. safety specialist at Michi- 
gan State College, says the youths 
represent 4-H Clubs, Future Far- 
mers of America, Future Home- 
makers of America and_ the 
Grange youth. They’re being led 
by Junior Farm Bureau members. 
Dick Arnold of Plainwell. is chair- 
man of the committee. 
’ Plans call for teams of farm 
youths from the five organization 
to inspect farms with the consent 
of the farmer and leave reports 
with him of the safety hazards 
they found.. They also will give 
their recommendations on how 
the hazards may be eliminated. A 
few weeks later they will return 
to:see how many of the safety 
hazards have been: removed. 

The project is. being sponsored 
by the Michigan Rural Safety 
Council and the Farm Bureau 
Mutual Insurance. Company. 

In other states where a similar 
project has. been tried, notes 
Steinicke, the youth farm inspec- 
tions have. resulted in correcting 
60 to 70 per cent of the hazards 
This contrasts: to only 30 to 35 
per cent corrections which’ fol- 
lowed inspections by fire mar- 
shalls or insurance companies, 

Only nine counties of Michigan 
will test this plan this fall. By 
next spring the committee hopes

Bad News 
For Those 
Worm Fishers 


Here’s a bit a bad news for the 
angling fraternity that feels 
worm-fishing is the best way’ to 
angle for trout, 

It is alsogood news for the fly- 
fishing clan, which will now have 
some actual,. .experimental ': evi- 
dence to throw around in, their 
eternal rivalry * with. the worm 
fishermen, : 


Fisheries... workers . report, that | 


hooks used in worm fishing cause 
significantly greater death and in- 
jury to trout than do the hooks 
used in fly fishing. ; 

This was the conclusion of Drs. 
L. N. Allison and David S. Shet- 
ter, who conducted a series of ex- 
periments during the last three 
years:on a number of northern 
lower peninsula streams. and at 
the Hunt Creek fisheries experi- 
ment: station. ; ; 

The two specialists, from the 
department’s institute for fisher- 
ies research at Ann Arbor, pre- 
sented their findings this week 
in a technical paper before the 
annual meeting of the American 
Fisheries Society in Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, ; 

In three experiments involving: 
brook trout, fly hookings in each 
case caused death to less than 
four percent of all hooked fish, 
while three similar. worm- fishing 
tests showed an average of more 
than 37 per cent mortality.. More 
than 700 brook trout were hooked 
by each of the two types of lures. 


Similar experiments on brown|. 


trout showed no deaths among 
69 fly-hooked fish. while about 
20 percent of a nearly aqual num- 
ber of browns taken on worms 
died a short time later. ; 

With rainbows, the case was 
about the same; 11 percent of 
fly-hooked. fish died as against 
85 percent of those taken on 
worms. 

Trout flies generally contain 
the tiny No. 12.and 14. hooks, 
while worm fishermen generally 
use the larger No. 2, 4, 6 and 8 
hooks. Of all hooks used the me- 
dium-sized No, 8 showed to be

On the basis of fire fatalities 
reported during 15 years, Reb- 
man says at least 25 percent more 
livés were lost in rural dwelling

For children, the percentage of 
difference was. even greater—80 
per cent more young people lost 
their lives in rural homes than in 
the city. | 

David G. Steinicke, extension 
farm safety specialist at Michigan 
State College, stresses that hu- 
man carelessness is the underly- 
ing cause of virtually all fires, Al- 
though some of the great loss of 
life in-rural areas can be attri- 
buted to lack of organized fire 
protection, much of it is due to 
the:large number fire hazards 
which farmers allow to exist on 
their farms, notes Steinicke.

he emphasizes, could be 
include  negli- 
gence in handling matches, care- 
less smoking habits, defective 
chimneys and heating plants, 
sparks falling on flammable 
wooden roofs, lack of lighfning 
rod protection and accumulation 
of rubbish in closets, attics, base- 
ments and other places, 

The greatest hazard of all, ac- 
cording to Steinicke, is the dif- 
ference to fire which breeds care- 
lessness about the causes of fires.

Does Not Hurt 
Your Calf — 


. Cold weather — even freezing | 
temperatures — does not hurt a 
éalf if the animal is kept dry and 
away from sudden drafts, says 
Ed Rebman, Charlevoix county 
agricultural agent. 


He cites the experiences of 

dairymen at Michigan State Col- 
lege to stress the point. Brown 
Swiss and Jersey cows have been 
/kept in pen barns for two winters 
and calves have been born when} 
the temperature was below freez- 
ing. The young animals have done 
well, ; 
In the most severe weather the 
herdsman has placed a heat lamp 
over the newly-born calf for a day 
or two. 

A Jot of bedding is used at the 
M.S.C. dairy barns, however, re- 
ports Rebman. It builds up to a 
Imat which-adds warmth and com- 
fort. In the regular calf barn 
where pens have concrete floors, 
a steel grating holds up the bed- 
ding about four inches from the 
floor. But, adds Rebman, a home- 
made device of heavy screen on 
4 by 4’s is cheaper and nearly as 
handy.

-Act 189 of the Public Acts. of 
1913, as amended, requires that 
perennial flowering bulbs such 
as tulips, narcissus,: hyacinths and 
lilies must be inspected and certi- 
fied prior to being offered for 
sale.
